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Tiie following information was submitted to this Agent 
on 1 July 1952 by Informant 3780 (Valuation: "3"), who ob- 

tained. the material from personal observation. 

(Information: 3) 

On 3C June 1952 tlis Agent directed Informant 3780 
to attend a lecture dsllveied by SUBJECT, former Foreign 
Affairs Minister of Slovakia from 1939 to 1945, currently 
the leader of a group of Slovak refugees who are strong ad- 
herents to the formation oi a separate Slovak state. This 
lecture was given before members and invited guests of the 
Salzburg Press Club on the subject, "Problems of the Eastern 
Emigration" (Problems Per Cat ©migration) . The lecture was 
scheduled for 2030 hours, jO June 1S52 at the premises of 
the Salzburg Press Club located at Sigmund riaffner Gasee 16f 
however, the meeting was/Ndelayed by the late arrival of the 
Club c hai naan , ( jtr j Gus t avyC AM? AX , chief editor of the daily- 
publication, S alzburger Nachrichten p who introduced SUBJECT 
to the audience at appro xii lately 2115 hours. 

Subsequently, SUBJECT delivered an informal address 
of approximately 49 minuter duration setting forth the fol- 
lowing major theses; 



a. SUBJECT identified himself as the leader of . 
the expatriate Slovak separatist organization, "Slovak 
liberation Committee" (Slovensky Oslobodzoraci Yybor), 
established for the purpose of combating Soviet as well 
as Czech influence in Slovakia and with the aim of 
striving for creation, of- an independent Slovak national 
state. In order to substantiate his antagonism toward the 
incorporation, of Slovakia in a unified Czechoslovak 
state, SUBJECT cited a detailed list of the ollegedly 
erroneous policies, commitment 3 end pro-Soviet compro- 
mises of the leading Czech politicians during the past 
ten years, who unwittingly or knowingly contributed to 
the extension of total. Soviet control over Czechoslovakia 
beginning with the IJoficow agreement of Eduard 3E?<BS in 
October 1943. 
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b. -.liTECT stated that his organization stood 
in sharp opposition to the Council of Free Czechoslovakia 
(Rada Svoboclneno Ceokoslovenska). ( Agent 1 a Mote ; An 
expatriate Czech, political organization, believed to en- 
joy the support of the U3 Department of State, headed 
by Dr, .Peter 3ENKL, fo — icr mayor of Prague, with head- 
quarters in WasIiington f D.C.)» 



c. SUBJECT advanced it as his major political 
principle that since no treaty was concluded with the 
Slovak National Government after the last world war, .the 
Slovak Government still existed in international law 
and should be considered the rightful successor to the 
present Soviet -dominated regime in Czechoslovakia. With 
thi3 concept in view, SUBJECT stated his rejection of 
the Slovak constitutional plebiscite advocated by the 
expatriate leader Karol SIDOR and his Slovak National 
Council in Exilo (Slovensk.a Tlorodna Rada v Exilu). 



d, SUBJECT announced his preparedness to enter 
into negotiatioas with General PRCHAl/A (.’ ^ent^ Note ; 
Former exile in the United Kingdom, currently heading 
a Czech, refuge- organization In the US Zone of Gernany) 
for the purpose of establishing a joint* political plat- 
form. 



e. SUBJECT stated that he was opposed to abrupt 
unification «:f eastern European countrios (after their 
liberation f.;-on soviet rule) with any group of western 
European nations, and committed himself in favor of an 
1 n t e r -Eu:: op e am tariff preference system, 



SUBJECT assailed the Czech personnel of Radio 
Free Europe, describing them as collaborators of the Com- 
munist f secho 3 lovak government and he 'u '/erred that fi- 
nancial. subsidies extended by the Council of Free Europe 
to Czechoslovak expatriate organizations enabled these 
groups to rebut Slovak separatist attr ipts at a mutually 
acceptable comprc;.iise. 
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In aiy.n. : er to several Questions, prop :*.:uerantly 
by Ur. Gnot&v C h‘:AV AL, SUBJECT asserted th.uw *;ho Czech 
program directors of Radio Free Europe were ,s con*“sniont 
opponents" for the preseat Czechoslovak regime since 
they had been implicated in many of its postwar measures; 
that approximately 60 per cent of all Slovak refugees 
were adherento of SUBJECT’S group, 10 per cent followers 
of the .Free Czechoslovakia Council and 10 per cent mem- 
bers of the SIDOR group; that Slovak separatists dis- 
owned all measures introduced against German ethnic groups 
in Slovakia by the postwar Czech Governments ; and that* 
although the time has not yet arrived for active re- 
sistance against the present Czech regime, many Slovaks, 
driven Into active opposition by strong Communist re- 
pression, seek refuge in the mountainous areas cf Slo- 
vakia where they engage i.i sporadic guerrilla operations 
against government security forces.
